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Numismatic  Chatter 

FIFTY  YEARS  AGO  THIS  MONTH  the  country  was  slowly  recovering 
from  the  money  panic  of  the  previous  year,  Cleveland  as  President  was  try¬ 
ing  to  put  over  a  bond  sale  of  the  then  vast  sum  of  three  hundred  million 
dollars,  as  the  U.  S.  Treasury  was  about  empty,  Lillian  Russell  had  just  taken 
her  third  husband,  Jim  Corbett  was  on  the  front  pages,  Kansas  was  recover¬ 
ing  from  blizzards  that  piled  up  the  snow  twenty  feet  deep,  and  the  favorite 
song  of  the  whole  people  was  “The  Sidewalks  of  New  York.” 

To  an  Old  Timer  who  was  born  the  year  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Oceans 
were  first  connected  with  Steel  Rails,  there  is  much  that  is  familiar  in 
the  daily  news.  But  there  is  much  that  is  different. 

For  example  last  week  I  had  a  V-Mail  letter  which  had  only  been  a  com  ¬ 
parative  few  hours  coming  from  somewhere  in  the  South  Pacific,  which  said, 
“Our  chief  pastime,  many  of  us  is  collecting  shells,  which  keeps  our  minds 
off  other  things.  Would  you  please  send  us  one  of  your  books  on  Sea  Shells, 
which  I  will  put  in  the  rooms  where  others  will  see  and  enjoy  it.”  He  got  it 
free  immediately.  If  you  receive  a  letter  from  your  son  or  sweetheart  along 
that  line,  let  me  know  about  it. 

Ever  since  1893  I  have  been  buying  and  selling  really  large  collections 
of  named  shells.  One  of  the  largest  was  made  by  a  very  wealthy  Chicago 
lady,  who  had  spent  $75,000.00  cash  on  it.  When  I  went  and  packed  it,  it 
filled  95  big  wooden  cases.  Over  12,000  species  all  classified  with  their  Latin 
name  and  locality. 

For  Thirty  years  I  had  an  agent  in  London  who  bought  the  finest  col¬ 
lections  that  come  on  the  market  there.  When  this  war  is  over,  I  am  going 
to  again  have  an  agent  there,  on  fine  coins,  as  I  still  think  Foreign  and 
Ancient  Coins  are  the  tops. 

Trying  to  put  a  value  on  some  of  the  coins  listed  in  this  booklet  which 
are  not  valued  in  the  Standard  Catalogue,  reminds  me  of  an  episode  that 
happened  back  in  1900.  I  had  bought  a  collection  of  rare  shells  from  an  es¬ 
tate.  There  was  one  small  specimen  in  it,  about  2  inch,  which  I  knew  to  be 
the  only  one  in  this  country.  I  had  a  letter  from  a  wealthy  man  in  Boston 
asking  me  what  I  wanted  for  that  shell.  I  wrote  him  I  had  no  idea  of  its 
value,  and  ask  him  what  he  thought  it  was  worth.  He  wired  me,  “That  shell 
is  worth  what  any  damfool  will  pay  for  it.  I  will  give  you.  $100.”  He  got 
it.  In  1938  this  same  man,  then  84,  asked  me  to  take  his  vast  collection  and 
dispose  of  it.  I  did  so,  and  got  the  shell  back.  I  again  sold  it,  to  a  lady 
this  time,  for  $100.  I  was  much  pleased  that  I  was  able  to  dispose  of  his 
40,000  or  more  shells  and  pay  him  in  full  before  he  passed  on  two  years  ago. 

The  collections  of  coins  that  are  now  coming  to  me  are  simply  “chicken 
feed”  as  compared  with  the  shell  collections  I  have  handled  and  am  con¬ 
tinuing  to  do.  I  find  the  trouble  with  most  of  us  we  do  not  really  attempt 
to  put  the  old  head  to  work.  I  learned  as  a  youngster  when  I  spent  8  years 
writing  shorthand,  that  the  mind  could  travel  far  faster  than  the  hand,  and 
that  it  was  easy  to  keep  20  or  more  words  behind  the  dictator. 

I  wish  more  coin  collectors  would  use  their  heads.  When  you  send  me  a 
list  of  coins  you  wish  to  sell  me,  put  on  the  price  you  have  to  have.  There 
are  of  course  cases  where  the  owner  does  not  know  the  value,  but  in  most 
cases  the  letters  that  come  to  me  are  simply  fishing  for  information. 

You  have  to  watch  your  step  in  coins.  I  had  sent  to  me  for  this  auc¬ 
tion  a  handsome  1793  cent  which  I  sent  back  to  owner  as  it  was  an  electro¬ 
type.  He  also  sent  me  a  crisp  $20.  Gold  Certificate  which  I  returned  as  coin 
collectors  are  not  supposed  to  own  any  of  them  much  less  offer  them  for  sale. 

When  you  read  this  I  shall  have  had  copy  started  for  my  next  auction.  Send 
me  what  you  wish  to  list  NOW,  not  a  month  from  now,  if  possible  to  do  so.  I  like 
to  have  plenty  of  time  to  arrange  -copy  as  I  wish  it.  The  coins  in  this  auction  come 
to  me  too  much  in  a  bunch.  I  did  not  have  the  time  I  W'ould  like. 

I  expect  I  put  in  more  work  on  the  coins  sent  me  than  any  other  dealer  as  my 
time  is  my  own,  and  I  can  fool  it  away  any  way  I  wish.  But  you  will  find  I  am  a 
very  high  priced  chap  if  you  try  to  hire  me.  I  never  charge  less  than  $5  an  hour 
and  from  that  up. 

Many  people  write  me,  mostly  Old  Timers.  They  think  present  prices  are  foolish 
Collectors  fifty  years  ago  said  the  same  things.  I  feel  that  the  law  of  supply  and 
demand  is  functioning  perfectly  with  we  Numismatics,  for  if  the  OPA  with  its  90  000 
employees,  working  in  a  network  of  198  district  and  regional  offices,  had  their  hooks 
in  us,  then  we  could  really  feel  sore.  So  cheer  up  and  send  a  nice  lot  of  bids  for  this 
auction,  and  I  will  promise  you  oodles  of  nice  things  in  the  next  one. 
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
